The  object  of  this  little  volume  is  to  bring  together, 
in  a  convenient  form,  the  many  useful  and  important 
orders,  regulations,  general  instructions,  and  routine  of 
duties  that  have  been  observed  by  various  officers  of 
the  Marine  Corps  when  in  command  of  guards  on  board 
of  vessels  of  war. 

I  have  endeavoured  to  select  the  best  materials  from 
all  accessible  sources,  and  submit  the  following  compi- 
lation to  the  United  States  Marine  Corps,  in  hopes  it 
may  be  found  of  some  use.

I. 

There  is  no  situation  in  which  marines  more  urgently 
require  the  personal  attention  and  care  of  their  officers 
than  on  board  ship. 

II. 

Officers  detailed  for  sea  will  report  in  person  (on  the 
date  mentioned  in  the  orders)  to  the  Commandant  of 
the  Navy  Yard,  where  the  vessel  is  fitting  out,  and  also 
to  the  commander  of  the  vessel. 

III. 

When  a  vessel  is  ready  for  the  reception  of  the  ma- 
rines, the  officer  detailed  for  the  Guard  will  proceed  to 
the  Marine  Barracks  and  make  a  careful  inspection  of 
the  arms  and  accoutrements  of  the  Guard  before  he 
marches  it  to  the  ship. 

IV. 

A  Guard  will  always  be  accompanied  by  the  officers 
who  are  attached  to  it. 


He  will  make  requisitions  on  the  Quarter-master 
for  such  articles  of  clothing  and  accoutrements  as  he 
requires,  according  to  the  length  of  the  cruise  (as 
per  table  of  allowances).  In  flag  ships  an  additional 
allowance  is  required  in  order  to  fill  any  requisitions 
that  may  be  made  by  other  vessels  of  the  Fleet. 


VI. 

He  will  make  requisition  on  the  Quarter-master  and 
Adjutant  for  the  usual  blank  forms  of  their  departments, 
viz. : 

The  Adjutant,  for  muster  rolls,  general  and  indi- 
vidual size-rolls. 

The  Quarter-master,  for  receipt  rolls,  regular  issues, 
account  current  for  clothing,  arms  and  accoutrements, 
and  the  necessary  books  and  stationery. 

VII. 

He  will  examine  the  clothing,  &c,  from  the  Quarter- 
master and  see  if  in  good  condition  and  corresponds 
with  the  invoice ;  have  the  clothing,  &c,  carefully  placed 
in  the  marine  store-room,  and  forward  receipts  in  trip- 
licate for  the  articles  received. 

VIII. 

He  will  make  requisition  on  the  Quarter-master, 
for  drum  heads  (snare  and  batter),  drum  cords,  and 
the  several  parts  of  a  musket  lock,  in  case  any  re- 
pairs may  be  necessary ;  and  also  see  that  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Guard  is  supplied  with  a  screw-driver, 
worm,  and  tompion,  and  each  Sergeant  with  a  thumb 
vice. 

IX. 

He  will  make  requisition  on  the  Ordnance  Officer  of 
the  Navy  Yard,  for  the  necessary  ball  and  blank  am- 
munition' for  the  use  of  the  Guard. 


X. 

When  he  marches  the  Guard  on  hoard  the  ship,  he 
will  form-it  on  the  port  side  of  the  quarter-deck  and 
report  to  the  Officer  of  the  Deck  and  the  Executive 
Officer  for  orders. 

XI. 

He  will,  when  ordered,  have  the  Sergeant  and  Cor- 
porals of  the  Guard  placed  on  duty,  and  sentinels  posted. 
He  will  select  men  as  Orderlies  and  Cooks. 

XII. 

The  Marines  are  to  conform  themselves  strictly  to 
the  regulations  established  by  the  United  States  Navy 
for  the  discipline  of  the  ship  they  are  on  board. 

XIII. 

The  Marines  may  assist  in  the  general  duties  of  the 
ship  on  deck,  but  are  never  compelled  to  go  aloft. 

XIV. 

He  will  supply  the  Executive  Officer  with  a  list  of 
the  Guard,  so  that  they  can  be  put  into  watches  and 
messes. 

XV. 

He  will  make  requisition  on  the  Paymaster  of  the 
ship  for  such  ai  tides  of  bedding  and  mess  utensils  as 
the  Guard  may  require. 


XVI. 

Each  of  the  Guard  will  be  supplied  with  a  ham- 
mock and  lashing,  and  a  clothes-bag ;  they  will  be 
divided  into  messes,  instructed  in  the  proper  manner 
of  rolling  the  bedding  -and  slinging  their  hammocks  ; 
the  officer  will  see  that  the  arms  and  accoutrements  are 
in  the  racks  allotted  for  them,  and  the  hammocks  and 
bags  numbered;  knapsacks  should  be  marked  and 
placed  in  the  Marine  Store-room  for  safe  keeping. 

XVII. 

The  orders  in  reference  to  posts,  smoking,  and  the 
use  of  lights,  &c,  should  be  read  to   the  Guard  when 
,  practicable. 

XVIII. 

He  will  have  allotted  to  each  of  the  Guard  a  num- 
ber denoting  where  his  musket,  accoutrements,  and 
uniform  hat  is  to  be  kept ;  the  tompion  will  be  securely 
fastened  above  each  musket. 

XIX. 

He  will  see  that  the  part  of  the  ship  in  which  the 
Guard  are  quartered  is  put  in  proper  order,  and  that 
each  man  has  hammock  hooks  allotted  to  him,  and  give 
strict  orders  that  the  men  sling  their  hammocks,  and 
sleep  on  their  proper  hooks. 

XX. 

Morning  and  evening  inspections  at  quarters  the 
Guard  will  form  on  the  port  side  of  the  quarter  deck  or 
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such  other  part  of  the  ship  as  may  be  assigned  for  the 
purpose,  (at  sea  the  lee  side  is  used) ;  the  roll  will  be 
called  and  reported  to  the  Executive  Officer  ;  when  the 
retreat  is  beaten  the  Guard  is  dismissed. 

For  "Exercise"  at  general  quarters,  see  "  Ordnance 
Instructions,  U.  S.  Navy." 

XXI. 

Each  day  (weather  permitting)  he  will  have  a  minute 
inspection  of  the  Guard,  their  arms  and  accoutrements, 
the  locks  and  barrels  to  be  oiled  or  greased,  and  care 
taken  to  prevent  rust.  The  men  to  be  inspected  in 
marching  order  at  least  once  a  month.  Knapsacks 
properly  packed,  and  accoutrements  in  serviceable  order; 
they  also  should  change  their  under  clothing  regularly. 

XXII. 

He  will  apply  to  the  Executive  Officer  for  a  cleaning 
cloth,  and  to  have  a  place  allotted  where  the  Guard  are 
to  clean  their  arms  and  accoutrements. 

XXIII. 

1st.  In  receiving  distinguisbed  persons  on  board 
ship,  the  Marine  Guard  will  be  drawn  up  on  the  "  port 
side"  of  the  quarter  deck,  the  ranks  opened  if  possible  ; 
the  commands  "  order  arms,"  "  parade  rest,"  will  be 
given. 

2d.  When  the  visitors  are  piped  over  the  side  of  the 
ship,  the  Guard  will  be  brought  to  "attention"  and 
"carry  arms" — as  they  arrive  near  the  left  of  the 
Guard  to  "  present  arms  " — and  so  remain  until  they 
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have   passed.     The   Guard  brought  to  "  carry  arms,"" 
"  order  arms,"  then  to  "  stack  arms"  or  a  "  rest." 

3d.  As  visitors  are  leaving  the  ship,  the  Guard  will 
be  promptly  formed  as  before  ;  as  they  arrive  on  the 
quarter  deck,  the  commands  will  be  given — "  attention 
Guard,"  "carry  arms" — as  they  arrive  near  the  right 
of  the  detachment,  the  order  "present  arms"  given 
and  continued  until  the  guests  have  passed  over  the 
"  gangway."  After  the  Captain  and  Admiral  (if  a  flag 
ship)  returns,  the  order  "  carry  arms  "  will  be  given — 
dismiss  the  Guard,  if  not  required  any  longer,  by  order 
of  the  Executive  Officer  or  Officer  of  the  Deck.

Non-commissioned  Officers  when  on  Guard. 


i. 

The  First  Sergeant  will  have  general  supervision  of 
all  sentinels,  and  see  that  the  police  regulations  of  the 
ship  are  fully  carried  out ;  he  will  report  all  unusual 
occurrences  for  the  Commanding  Officer's  information. 
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II. 


The  Sergeant  of  the  Guard  will  be  stationed  on  the 
spar  deck,  have  charge  of  all  sentinels,  have  the  police 
regulations  carried  out.  He,  with  the  Ship's  Corporal, 
will  take  every  precaution  to  prevent  fires,  and  liquors 
of  any  kinds  being  smuggled  into  the  ship  ;  he  will  be 
vigilant  that  no  gambling  or  disorderly  conduct  is 
carried  on,  that  no  improper  articles  taken  on  or  off 
the  ship,  and  that  none  of  the  crew  leave  the'  ship 
without  permission,  with  a  proper  pass  or  passed  by 
the  Officer  of  the  Deck. 

III. 

The  Sergeant  of  the  Guard  will  visit  all  sentinels 
once  during  his  tour  of  duty,  see  that  they  are  vigi- 
lant, attentive  to  their  duties,  and  well  posted  in  their 
orders  ;  he  will  see  that  during  the  night,  when  the 
ship's  bell  strikes  the  half-hour,  that  the  sentinels  call 
out  t?All  is  well"  commencing  with  .No.  1,  and  by  Nos. 
2  and  3  only. 

IV. 

The  Sergeant  or  Corporal  of  the  Guard  will  see  that 
the  Marines  clean  their  arms  and  accoutrements  in  the 
proper  place,  and  no  where  else,  and  that  the  cleaning 
cloth  is  spread,  before  they  commence  to  clean. 


The  Sergeant  or  Corporal  of  the  Guard  will  see  when 
the  Marines  are  sent  to  the  pumps  on  the  gun-deck, 
that  they  perform  their  duty  properly  and  willingly. 
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VI. 


The  Sergeant  of  the  Guard  will  inspect  each  relief 
before  they  are  posted,  and  see  that  the  sentinels  are 
clean  and  properly  dressed  in  the  uniform  for  the  day. 

VII. 

The  Sergeant  of  the  Guard  will  at  the  end  of  his 
watch  report  to  the  First  Sergeant,  who  will  report  to 
the  Commanding  Marine  Officer  anything  of  an  unusual 
nature  that  takes  place,  and  all  prisoners  that  may  be 
confined  or  released  from  confinement. 

VIII. 

The  Sergeant  of  the  Guard  will  see  that  the  hands 
are  "  piped  down "  at  night,  that  the  spar  deck  is 
cleared  of  all  the  crew  except  the  "anchor  watch,"  and 
none  to  remain  on  deck  except  the  "  anchor  watch," 
until  "  all  hands  "  are  called  in  the  morning. 

IX. 

The  Corporal  of  the  Guard  will  see  that  every  man 
gets  into  his  own  hammock,  when  the  men  are  piped 
down,  and  that  perfect  silence  is  kept  on  the  berth  deck. 

X. 

No  smoking  to  be  allowed  except  at  meal  hours,  and 
after  evening  quarters  until  the  hands  are  piped  down. 
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Ten  minutes  after  the  watch  is  called,  at  8  o'clock 
P.  M.,  12  midnight,  and  4  o'clock  A.  M.,  the  Sergeant  of 
the  Guard  on  watch  will  muster  his  watch,  see  that  the 
sentinels  are  relieved,  and  report  any  absentees  to  the 
Officer  of  the  Deck. 

II. 

The  Sergeant  of  the  Guard  will  constantly  keep  the 
whole  watch  in  view  on  the  quarter  deck.  When  they 
are  sent  forward  to  any  work  by  the  Officer  of  the 
Deck,  he  will  accompany  them  and  see  when  the  work 
is  finished  that  they  return  to  the  quarter  deck,  not 
more  than  two  of  the  watch  at  a  time  allowed  to  leave 
the  deck,  and  on  their  return  to  report  to  the  Sergeant. 

III. 

The  Sergeant  of  the  Guard  (when  ordered  by  the 
Officer  of  the  Deck)  will  see  that  the  "  bridge,"  is 
cleaned  in  the  morning,  and  the  pumps  manned  for 
washing  down  decks  (by  the  Marines  of  the  watch). 
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IV. 

The  watch  on  deck  from  4  A.  M.  to  8  A.  M.  to  be 
allowed  sufficient  time  to  wash  their  person. 

V. 

On  wash  mornings  the  Sergeant  of  the  Guard  will 
see  that  all  the  watch  off  post,  wash  and  scrub  all 
their  dirty  clothing ;  no  excuse  will  be  taken  for  having 
dirty  clothes  in  their  bags. 

VI. 
The  Corporal  of  the  Guard  will  be  constantly  on  the 
alert,  and  will  visit  the  sentinels  every  half-hour,  day 
and  night,  see  that  they  are  properly  posted  and  dressed 
and  attentive  to  their  duties ;  in  harbor,  that  sentinels 
mount  guard  upon  deck,  with  their  arms.  At  "sea" 
with  their  bayonets  only  ;  see  that  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  ship  are  obeyed.  He  will  visit  all  the 
lights  between  decks  every  half  hour,  and  report  to  the 
Officer  of  the  Deck  from  10  o'clock  P.  M.  until  5  o'clock 
A.  M.  He  will  visit  all  prisoners  and  report  their  con- 
dition. No  smoking  allowed  except  at  stated  hours, 
and  in  the  designated  parts  of  the  ship. 

VII. 

None  of  the  Watch  will  be  allowed  on  the  "  gun  deck" 
without  permission. 

VIII. 

The  Sergeant  and  Corporal  of  the  Watch,  will  be 
called  ten  minutes  before  the  Watch. 
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IX. 

At  8  o'clock  P.  M.,  12  Midnight,  and  4  o'clock  A.  M., 
the  Corporal  of  the  Guard  will  go  to  the  "  berth  deck,' 
and  when  the  Watch  is  called,  see  that  all  the  Marines 
of  the  Watch  get  out  of  their  hammocks. 

X. 

When  ordered  by  the  Officer  of  the  Deck,  the  Watch 
of  Marines  will  man  the  pumps  to  pump  the  ship  out ; 
the  Corporal  of  the  Guard  will  see  this  duty  promptly 
-and  properly  performed.

The  Sergeant  or  Corporal  of  the  Guard,  previous  to 
taking  charge  of  prisoners  in  confinement,  will  ascer- 
tain that  the  locks  on  the  cell  doors  are  secure. 

II. 
They  will  assist  the  Master  at  Arms,  or  Ship's  Cor- 
porals, when  prisoners  are  violent  at  being  placed  in 
confinement,  or  having  irons  placed  upon  them.

III. 


All  offensive  weapons  should  be  taken  from  prisoners ; 
if  this  is  neglected  by  the  Master  of  Arms,  the  Corpo- 
ral of  the  Guard  should  attend  to  it. 

IV. 

Prisoners  who  are  in  confinement  for  investigation,, 
or  undergoing  sentence  of  court  martial,  may  be  allowed 
their  hammocks. 

V. 

Sentinels  over  prisoners  will  be  held  responsible, 
when  they  are  confined  in  irons,  that  they  do  not  re- 
move their  irons  or  tamper  with  them  in  any  way. 

VI. 

Prisoners  will  be  taken  to  the  "head"  regularly  du- 
ring the  day,  viz. :  before  breakfast,  before  dinner,  and 
before  supper,  and  a  short  time  before  "hammocks'* 
are  piped  down  at  night. 

VII. 

A  reliable  private  will  be  detailed  as  policeman,  who 
will  take  charge  of  the  prisoners,  when  going  and 
coming  from  the  "head;"  he  will  look  out  for  their 
safe  keeping,  that  nothing  is  passed  to  them,  and  that 
they  do  not  smoke  when  in  the  "head."  Two  pris- 
oners to  be  taken  to  the  "head"  at  a  time.  When 
prisoners  are  to  be  taken  to  the  "  head,"  the  Corporal  of 
the  Guard  will  always  be  present ;  those  confined  in 
irons  must  always  have  one  set  of  irons  on  ;  the  Cor- 
poral will  deliver  to  the  Marine  detailed  for  the  pur- 
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pose,  the  prisoners  to  go  to  the  "head;"  this  sentry 
will  see  that  there  is  no  loud  talking  or  improper  con- 
duct by  the  prisoners  ;  on  his  return  he  will  deliver  the 
prisoners  over  to  the  entry  on  post.

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The  clothing  accounts,  muster-rolls,  and  such  other 
accounts  as  may  he  ordered  by  the  Commandant  of  the 
Marine  Corps,  will  be  kept  by  the  Officer  of  the  Guard ; 
who  will  forward  them,  through  the  Commander  of  the 
vessel,  to  the  Marine  Head-quarters. 


EXPIRATION  OF  A  CRUISE. 

The  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Marine  Guard  on  his 
arrival  in  the  United  States  from  a  cruise,  will  report 
his  return  in  writing  to  the  Commandant  of  the  Marine 
Corps,  and  also  to  the  Commanding  Marine  Officer  of 
the  Barracks,  at  the  Navy  Yard  where  the  vessel 
arrives. 

When  the  vessel  is  to  be  put  out  of  commission,  the 
Marine  Officer  and  Guard  will  remain  on  board  until 
all  the  officers  and  crew  are  detached,  and  the  vessel 
turned  over  to  the  authorities  of  the  Navy  Yard.  The 
Marine  Officer  will  then  march  his  Guard  to  Barracks 
and  report  his  arrival  to  the  Commanding  Officer  and 
to  the  Officer  of  the  Day.  All  public  property  taken 
to  the  Barracks  and  receipts  in  duplicate  taken  for  the 
same.  He  will  then  forward  his  final  Muster  Roll  and 
Account  Current  for  Clothing,  Arms,  and  Accoutre- 
ments, with  vouchers,  to  Marine  Head-quarters.

ORDERS  FOR  THE  SENTINEL  AT  THE  STAR-

I. 

The  Sentinel  will  walk  his  post  in  a  soldier-like- 
manner, — carrying  his  piece  habitually  at  a  right 
shoulder,  and  will  hold  no  conversation  except  in  the 
execution  of  his  duties. 

II. 

He  will  Salute,  with  "present  arms,"  all  Ships  of 
War  passing  near  his  post ;  also,  all  officers  passing 
close  in  boats,  according  to  their  rank  (either  foreign 
or  our  own).  He  will  Salute-all  Commissioned  Officers 
with  and  above  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Commanders 
with  "present  arms"  all  below  that  rank,  with  a 
"  carry  "  from  a  support.

ORDERS  FOR  THE  SENTINEL  ON  THE  FORE- 
CASTLE. 

I. 

The  Sentinel  will  walk  his  post  in  a  soldier-like  man- 
ner, carrying  his  piece  habitually  at  a  right  shoulder 
shift,  and  will  hold  no  conversation  except  in  the  exe- 
cution of  his  proper  duties. 
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II. 

He  will  Salute,  with  "present  arms,11  all  Ships  of 
War  passing  near  his  post,  also  all  Officers  passing  close 
in  boats,  according  to  their  ranks  (foreign  or  our  own). 
He  will  salute  all  Officers  with  and  above  the  rank  of 
Lieutenant  Commanders  with  "present  arms1'  all  below 
that  rank,  with  a  "  carry  "  from  a  support. 

III. 

He  will  pass  the  call  every  half-hour,  from  Tattoo 
until  Reveille. 

IV. 

Will  hail  all  boats  approaching  the  ship  after  dark, 
reporting  the  answer  to  the  Quarter-master  on  watch. 

V. 

He  will  allow  no  sky- larking,  fighting,  or  nuisance 
to  be  committed  on  or  near  his  post. 

VI. 

He  will  suppress  and  report  all  "  irregularities  "  that 
may  occur  in  either  "  heads,"  or  within  view  of  his 
post.

He  will  allow  no  smoking  on  deck,  except  at  autho- 
rized hours. 

X. 

He  will,  in  case  of  fire,  give  "immediate  alarm." 

POST  NO.  3. 

ORDERS  FOR  THE  PORT  GANG-WAY. 

I. 

The  Sentinel  will  walk  his  post  in  a  soldier-like  man- 
ner, carrying  his  piece  habitually  at  a  right  shoulder, 
and  will  hold  no  conversation,  except  in  the  execution 
of  his  duties. 

II. 

He  will  Salute,  with  "present  arms,''  all  Ships  of 
War  passing  near  his  post;  also  all  Officers  passing 
close  in  boats,  according  to  their  rank  (either  foreign 
or  our  own).  He  will  salute  all  Commissioned  Officers 
with  and  above  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Commanders 
with  "present  arms ;  "  all  below  that  rank,  with  a 
"  carry  "  from  a  support. 

III. 

He  will  pass  the  call  every  half-hour,  from  Tattoo 
until  Reveille. 
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IV. 

Will  hail  all  boats  approaching  the  ship  after  dark, 
reporting  the  answer  to  the  Quarter-master  on  watch. 

V. 
Will  allow  no  boats  to  lay  alongside  of  the  ship. 

VI. 

Will  not  allow  any  Sailor  or  Marine  to  leave  the 
ship  without  a  proper  pass,  or  being  passed  by  a  Com- 
missioned Officer. 

VII.
